Ready  for  Spring  Semester: 

Classroom  Office 
Building  to 
Open  Soon

Dean  Richard  J.  Combs  an¬ 
no,  meed  that  the  new  classroom- 
office  'building  started  in  May 
1971  on  Woodmar  Avenue  should 
be  ready  for  occupancy  February 
1,  1973  The  building  which 
will  encompass  57,000  sq.  ft.  on 
three  floors,  is  being  built  with 
funds  appropiated  by  the  1969 
Indiana  General  Assembly.  The 
total  building  costs  will  amount  to 
$3,200,000. 


The  ground  floor  of  the  building 
will  have  13  classrooms,  a  lecture 
hall,  and  a  modern  language  lab 
for  the  students.  Dean  R.  J. 
Combs  stated  that  since  the 
students  have  been  well  provided 
for  with  both  lounges  and  a 
cafeteria  in  the  SFLC  Building, 
there  will  be  now  new  lounge 
areas  in  the  classroom-office 
building. 

The  second  floor  will  contain  53 


faculty  offices  which  will  house 
faculty  members  from  six 
departments:  English,  History, 
Political  Science,  Com¬ 
munications,  Modern  Languages, 
and  Philosophy. 

The  third  floor  will  contain  the 
administrative  offices  as  well  as 
several  clerical  offices  and 
conference  rooms. 

Once  the  building  is  completed, 
the  grounds  surrounding  it  will  be 
landscaped  with  grass  and  trees. 
Sidewalks  will  be  poured,  con¬ 
necting  with  the  sidewalks 
surrounding  and  leading  to  the 
SFLC  Building  and  the  Gyte 
Building.  No  additional  parking 
facilities  will  be  added;  there  will 
be  available  only  a  minumum  of 
parking  spaces  in  front  of  the 
building,  intended  primarily  for 
visitors.

Kahil  Gibran  tells  us  a 
beautiful  Christmas  story.  It  is 
Christmas  Eve,  and  as  he  is 
wandering  the  streets  and  pon¬ 
dering  the  mysteries  of  Life,  he 
encounters  a  stranger  and  strikes 
up  a  conversation.  The  stranger 
seems  cynical  of  the  Christmas 
season  and  says  bitterly,  "Yes, 
the  momentary  mercy  upon  the 
poor  is  bitter,  and  the  sympathy 
of  the  strong  toward  the  weak  is 
naught  but  a  reminder  of 
superiority."  More  conversation 
follows  and  Gibran  inquires, 
"Who  are  you?" 

"...a  mist  of  light  grew  about 
him  and  he  stretched  forth  his 
arms  and  I  saw  the  marks  of  nails 
in  the  palms  of  his  hands;  , 
prostrated  myself  before  him 
convulsively  and  cried  oj' 
saying,  "Oh  Jesus,  the 
Nazarene." 

Gibran  concludes  his  strange 
story  with  "...a  voice  within  me 
said,  'The  very  strength  that 
protects  the  heart  from  injury  is 
•♦•■orvgth  that  prevents  the 
heart  from  enlarging  to  its  in¬ 
tended  greatness  within.'  "  These 
last  words  sum  up  the  essence  of 
what  should  be  an  ideal  life, 
based  on  an  unselfish  love  for  all 
mankind.  It  is  during  Christ¬ 
mastime,  that  we  see  almost  an 
insane,  frantic  attempt  at 
spreading  the  "Christmas 
spirit,"  a  pathetic  grasp  at  loving 
all  mankind. 

Love. ..everyone  needs  it, 
starves  for  it,  yet  most  people  are 
afraid  of  it.  When  one  loves,  he 
learns  to  empathize,  to  put 
himself  into  "another's  place." 
When  one  empathizes,  his  un¬ 
derstanding  of  his  friend's  state 
of  mind  and  heart  deepens  the 
bonds  of  love.  Love,  though  tears 
down  all  walls,  all  protection 
from  getting  one's  heart  broken, 
and  leaves  one  extremely 
vulnerable.  It  is  this  defenseless¬ 


ness,  this  almost  child  like  trust 
inferred  in  Love,  that  scares  the 
individual.  No  one  wants  to  be 
"hurt"  and  so  we  avoid  "deep 
involvement."  Yet -if  one  never 
loves,  he  only  half  lives;  and 
when  something  happens  to  his 
love,  he  realizes  the  truth  in  "you 
don't  know  what  you've  got  till 
it's  gone." 

Love,  like  everything  else  in 
this  sellable  society,  has  become 
a  marketable  four-letter  word,  a 
boon  to  advertisers.  It  can  be 
bottled,  packaged,  even  sprayed 
on  to  enhance  one's  "loveliness." 
The  human  mind  continues  to 
fake  something  as  simple  and 
available  to  everyone  in  the 
world -love--and  sell  it  as  a 
commodity-  sex  appeal. 

Love,  though,  defies  com¬ 
plication -it  is  too  simple  to  be 
believed;  perhaps  because  it  does 
not,  and  can  not,  have  a  price, 
and  is  really  as  essential  as  air.  It 
listens,  it  empathizes,  it  cajots, 
and  it  is  the  spirit  that  weaves 
among  the  garlands,  tinsel,  and 
"commercialization"  of  the 
holidays.  When  we  feel  what  we 
label  the  "Christmas  spirit"  we 
should  recognize  it  for  what  it 
really  is:  the  delicious  knowledge 
that  within  us  is  the  capability  to 
love  -everyone.  That  glow,  that 
"tingle"  of  the  "Christmas 
spirit"  is  something  that  should 
be  evidence  all  year  round--but 
rarely  is.  Why  do  we  need  carols, 
cards,  and  presents  to  bring  this 
out  in  us  once  a  year?  Are  we  so 
materialistic  that  we  wait  for  a 
special  season  to  give  us  an  ex¬ 
cuse  to  give?  When  we  can  give  of 
ourselves  all  year  round?  We 
must  carry  the  hope,  the 
knowledge  that  love  is  within  us 
all,  not  only  at  Christmas,  and 
that  only  love  can  save  us.  But  we- 
must  believe  this  all  year  round- 
not  only  during  the  season  of 
Christmas  trees,  snow,  and  "fa  la 
la  la  la  la."

"Unique  Electronics  Course 
Offered  Spring  Semester " 


A  new  course  in  Digital 
Electronics  for  Scientists  will  be 
offered  by  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus  during  the 
spring  semester,  which  begins 
Feb.  5,  1973. 

The  Department  of  Physics  at 
the  Purdue  Campus  in  Hammond 
is  sponsoring  the  course  for 
physicists,  biologists,  medical 
researchers,  chemists  and 
technologists  who  want  to  gain  a 
background  for  understanding 
the  new  electronic  techniques. 

"This  course  is  aimed  at 
engineers  and  scientists  whose 
work  will  be  significantly  af¬ 
fected  by  the  new  developments 
in  electronic  instrumentation," 
said  Dr.  Jaming  Pan,  section 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Physics.  "It  is  a  laboratory  with 
hands-on-experience,"  he  added. 
"Enrollees  are  not  required  to 
have  any  background  in  elec 
tronics  because  supplementary 
material  and  instruction  is 
provided  in  the  course. 

The  one-credit  course,  listed  as 
Physics  470-G,  will  be  taught  by 
Dr.  George  R.  Mitchell,  associate 
professor  of  physics.  A  faculty 
member  since  1966,  Mitchell  has 
been  involved  in  research  on  the 
condutivity  of  liquid  metal  and

alloys.  He  also  has  more  than  10 
years'  experience  as  a  physicist 
and  electronic  engineer  with 
Chicago  area  industries.  Dr. 
Mitchell  explained  that  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  course  will  have 
to  arrange  their  class  hours  with 
Dr.  Pan  because  each  two 
students  must  have  available  a 
full  range  of  laboratory  equip¬ 
ment. 

Mitchell  said  that  experiments 
will  be  sequential  and  proceed 


from  the  elementary  to  the  more 
sophisticated  at  a  rate  controlled 
by  the  student.  "First,  individual 
instruments  and  components  will 
be  used,  and  later  cards  and 
circuit  modules  will  be  utilized  to 
build  up  circuit  function,"  he 
pointed  out.

Grad  Education 
Gains  Momentum 


Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  will  offer  215  courses  for 
academic  credit  in  the  evening 
class  program  during  the  spring 
semseter.  The  Purdue  Campus  in 
Hammond  has  always  offered  a 
large  number  of  evening  classes 
because  the  majority  of  enrollees 
are  part-time  students  who  have 
full-time  jobs.  They  have  been 
faking  evening  courses  in  un¬ 
dergraduate  and  graduate 
subjects  in  seeking  a  degree  or 
upgrading  their  employment 
skills. 

More  than  110  courses  are 
graduate-level  offerings  in 
education,  in  d  u  s  t  r  i  a  I 
management,  engineering 
sciences,  chemistry,  physics, 
humanities  and  other  areas.  Most 


of  the  graduate  students  are 
teachers  and  school  ad¬ 
ministrators  seeking  master's 
degrees  or  additional  graduate 
credits. 

In  addition  to  the  215  credit 
courses,  some  39  non-credit  of¬ 
ferings  are  also  scheduled  by  the 
Office  of  Continuing  Education. 

Persons  who  want  to  attend  a 
credit  course  but  do  not  want  to 
receive  credit  should  contact  the 
registrar's  office  for  information 
about  receiving  a  "Visitor's 
Permission  Form."  However, 
persons  wishing  to  "audit"  a 
course  must  wait  until  the  day  of 
the  first  class.  They  may  be 
admitted  if'  the  class  is  not 
already  filled  with  credit-seeking 
students.

the  renewal  of  Black  art  forms 
during  the  New  Deal  era,  to  its 
subsequent  death  and  inevitable 
life  once  again  after  World  War  II 
during  the  Civil  Rights  revolution 
of  1954. 

I  felt  his  subject  was,  on  the 
whole,  interesting  but  then  again 
too  confining,  too  dulling  of  the 
man's  personal  brilliance. 

I  had  read  some  things  written 
by  Mr.  Bontemps  before  his 
arrival  and  my  Creative  Writing 
class  had  talked  about  him  and 
his  poetry  and  prose  in 
preparation  for  his  lecture.  One 
particularly  moving  short  story 
called  "A  Summer  Tragedy"  left 
me  haunted  and  yet  eager  to  hear 
about  the  man  who  wrote  it,  from 
the  man  himself.  (If  you  want  to 
read  a  most  poignant  story,  find 
"A  Summer  Tragedy"  by  Arna 
Bontemps  and  read  it.) 

I  knew  people  in  the  audience, 
including  myself,  wanted  to  hear 
more  about  Arna  Bontemps.  Only 
in  that  respect  we  were  disap¬ 
pointed. 

After  Mr.  Bontemps  speech,  a 
long  time  was  spent  in  the  asking 
and  answering  of  questions.  Since 
I  wanted  to  saddle  Mr.  Bontemps 


into  talking  about  himself  I  asked 
him  what  he  was  presently  in¬ 
terested  in  writing.  He  seemed  to 
brighten  up  at  that  question 
probably  because,  as  his  answer 
indicated,  he  loves  very  much 
what  he's  doing  now.  He  said  he 
was  really  into  writing  his 
autobiography.  And  he  wants  to 
finish  it  as  much  as  he  hopes 
people  want  to  read  it.  I  also 
asked  him  if  he  still  was  writing 
poetry.  I  was  disappointed  to 
hear  that  the  last  time  he  wrote 
poetry  was  something  like  1926. 
In  answer  to  why  he  hadn't 
written  since  '26,  he  only  gave  me 
a  facetious  answer. ..because  that 
was  the  time  he  got  married  and 
found  that  a  woman  really  didn't 
like  to  read  poetry  like  he 
thought,  so  he  quit.  But  what  was 
the  real  answer?  Did  he  quit 
because  people  just  didn't  (and 
don't)  ready  poetry  any  more? 
He  could  remember  when  books 
of  poems  were  on  the  "Best 
Seller"  lists  every  month.  He 
could  also  remember  when  a 
book  of  poems  could  no  longer 
even  be  found  on  the  "Best 
Seller"  list.  Maybe  some  time 
again,  we'll  be  able  to  get  the 
answer  to  that  question.

Just  because  you  go 
to  Purdue  Calumet  doesn't 
mean  you  can't  get  V.D.  Look 
at  St.  Francis.  He  was  a  saint. 
Nevertheless,  and  but 
seriously,  you  shouldn't  be 
ashamed,  be  you  heter-homo-, 
or  bi-,  sexual,  to  go  see  a 
doctor  or  gynecologist  (or 
both,  depending)  to  get  a 
check  for  that  dreaded  killer 
of  young  people  better  known 
as  SYPHILIS.  You've  got  to 
watch  out  for  old  Gonorrhea 
too.  You  see,  people  get  all 
embarrassed  to  talk  about 
V.D.  openly  because  it's  a 
disease  that  can  only  be 
transmitted  through  sexual 
contact.  And  you  know  what 
everybody  pretends  to  think 
about  sexual  contact... 
licentiousness,  promiscuity, 
sin  and  Communism!  So  the 
poor  sinners  who  would  like  to 
go  to  a  doctor  to  get  a  check 
for  V.D.  live  in  dread  frear  of 
WHAT  HE  MIGHT  THINK.

You  also  have  the  right  and 
the  responsibility  to  take  care 
of  the  physical  results  of  your 
sexual  relationship,  i.e. 
gonorrhea  or  syphilis. 

Good  old  P.U.C.C.,  always 
being  on  top  of  its  students' 
needs,  is  going  to  run  a  couple 
of  "V.D.  Days"  here  on 
campus.  On  December  15  the 
film  "V.D.  Blues"  will  be 
shown  twice ;  at  11 : 30  and  2: 30 
in  the  main  lounge  in  the  SFLC 
building.  On  December  19, 
free  blood  tests  will  be  taken 
to  check  for  syphilis...  this  will 
be  done  all  day  in  the  Student 
Health  Center  in  the  annex  of 
the  Gyte  building.  This  service 
will  be  entirely  confidential, 
just  in  case  you're  worried. 

Who  should  get  a  blood  test 
for  V.D.  you  ask?  Well,  since 
the  symptoms  of  V.D.  are  so 
obscure,  I'd  say  everybody 
should  get  a  blood  test...  why 
not,  what've  you  got  to  loose 
besides  a  little  blood?  But  if 
you  need  more  of  a  reason  to 
go  get  a  blood  test  than  that, 
here  are  some  of  the  signs  of 
syphilis; 

In  a  woman,  if  you  have  a 
painless  sore  in  or  near  your 
vagina,  you  just  may  have 
syph.  In  a  male,  you  may  have 
a  hard,  painless  sore  on  the 
penis.  It  can  sometimes  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  lips,  in  the  mouth, 
or  around  the  rectum.  The 
sore  is  called  a  chancre.  And 
without  treatment,  this  sore

Residents  may  enroll  any  time 
in  advance  of  the  first  class  by 
mail  or  in  person  at  the  Bursar's 
Office  in  the  Millard  E.  Gyte 
Science  Building,  2233  171st  St., 
Hammond.  The  fee  is  $28,  and 
enrollment  is  open  to  all  persons 
regardless  of  educational 
background.

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will  heal  in  a  few  weeks,  but 
that  doesn't  mean  the  disease 
that  caused  it  is  gone.  Your 
disease  has  merely 
progressed  into  its  second 
stage.  A  common  sign  in  the 
second  stage  is  a  rash  all  over 
the  body,  which  may  appear  in 
a  few  weeks.  It  looks  like  the 
measles,  but  it  usually  doesn't 
itch.  Sometimes  there  can  be 
other  signs  too,  like  lesions  in 
the  mouth,  or  a  rash  on  the 
hands  and  feet,  rather  than  on 
the  whole  body.  But  still,  you 
can  have  syphilis  and  not 
know  it. 

If  syphilis  is  not  treated,  it 
can  destroy  the  cells  in  your 
brain;  or  mess  up  your  spinal 
cord  for  good;  or  damage  your 
heart  and  blood  vessels.  It  can 
drive  you  insane,  paralyze 
you,  or  cripple  you.  Pretty 
nice,  huh?  I'd  say  the  reasons 
for  shedding  your  embar¬ 
rassment  in  order  to  go  and 
get  yourself  a  V.D.  check  are 


pretty  good. 

Another  venereal  disease  you 
could  have  which  Purdue's 
blood  test  won't  detect,  is 
gonorrhea.  To  get  checked  out 
for  that,  you'd  have  to  go  to  a 
doctor  to  get  a  smear  test 
done.  Beware  though,  it's 
really  hard  to  detect  in  a 
female. ..four  out  of  five 
women  may  show  nosymptoms 
toms.  One  out  of  five  may 
have  a  vaginal  discharge.  A 
man  may  show  no  symptoms 
either,  but  when  he  does  it's 
usually  a  painful,  burning 
sensation  when  he  urinates, 
and  a  yellow-white  discharge 
from  his  penis.  Gonorrhea  can 
make  you  sterile. 

There  are  even  more 
venereal  diseases  you  could 
don't  you  start  paying  at¬ 
tention  to  your  body?  Become 
sensitive  to  any  discomforts 
that  you  normally  don't  feel 
and  have  them  checked  out 
immediately.

This 
would  not  cost  much  if  every 
person  in  this  school  donated  a 
dime  to  such  a  cause.

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"Pipers  Undefeated  in  Three  Bouts"

Purdue  91-81  over  Niles 

The  Purdue  Calumet  Pipers 
opened  up  their  1972-1973  college 
basketball  season  with  a  high- 
scoring  91-81  victory  over  Niles 
College.  The  scoring  surprisingly 
stayed  quite  low  in  the  first  ten 
minutes  of  play  as  both  ball  clubs 
were  plaqued  by  numerous 
turnovers  and  missed  shots. 

However,  the  Pipers  soon 
settled  down  and  thus  moved  into 
a  29-17  lead  in  the  first  half.  The 
Niles  Lions  soon  started  to  play 
better  basketball  as  they  dwin¬ 
dled  the  Pipers  lead  to  4  pts.  at 
the  half— PUCC  37,  Niles  33. 

In  the  2nd  half,  Sophomore 
Boyd  Otvos  and  teammates  used 
a  combination  of  fast-break 
layups  and  15-ft.  jump  shots  to 
move  out  to  a  16-point  lead  (60-44) 
with  13:30  left  in  the  game. 
(Otvos  scored  21  pts.  in  the  2nd 
half). 

However,  the  young  Pipers 
(whose  starting  lineup  is  com¬ 
posed  of  4  freshmen  and  one 
sophomore),  ran  into  trouble  as 
Niles  ripped  the  next  12  out  of  16 
pts.  to  cut  the  Piper  lead  to  8 
points  with  less  than  10  minutes 
remaining  in  the  season  opener. 

Despite  Niles  fighting  to  move 
back  in  the  game,  the  Pipers 
refused  to  get  rattled  as  they 
moved  the  see  saw  lead  back  up 
to  14  pts.  with  only  7:25  left.  From 
there  on  in,  the  Pipers  were  never 
seriously  threatened  as  they  hung 
on  to  win  by  10. 

With  Coach  Ordyna  taking  his 
first  look  at  his  players,  he 
manged  to  use  10  players  in  the 
contest  with  all  5  of  his  starters 
scoring  in  double  figures.  Boyd 
Otvos  led  all  Pipers  with  25  pts. 
as  Mike  Waisnora  and  Bill  Frahm 
each  scoring  15  while  Kevin 
Logan  and  Terry  Teamer  netted 
14  and  13  respectively.  For  Niles, 
who  now  stands  at  4-5  record- 
wise,  Rudy  Harper  scored  a 
grand  total  of  33  pts.  to  achieve

Purdue  Whips  Rose  Hulman  90-69 

On  Dec.  6,  Purdue-Cal  marched 
into  the  Rose-Hulman  basketball 
arena  assuming  that  they'd  only 
have  to  play  Rose  Hulman.  But, 
Rose  Hulman  decided  to  bring  a 
little  help  along:  a  sign  that 
unfolded  from  the  ceiling  at 
midcourt  saying  "GIVE  'EM 
HELL  ROSE  HULMAN!";  a 
loud-playing,  pep  band,  fire¬ 
crackers,  sirens,  hecklers,  and 
an  enthusiastic  capacity 
crowd. 

However,  all  of  that  combined 
wasn't  enough  as  Purdue-Cal  won 
90-69  for  their  2nd  consecutive 
victory  of  the  season.  The  Pipers 
jumped  out  to  an  early  5-2  lead 
but  soon  trailed  11-5  as  the 
Engineers  from  Rose-Hulman 
effectively  enforced  a  full-court 
press. 

The  Pipers  managed  to  tie  the 
game  at  15-15  and  then  went 
ahead  17-15,  and  never  trailed 
after  that.  The  Pipers  defense 
forced  numerous  Rose  Hulman 
turnovers  while  the  offense 
converted  those  turnovers  into 
baskets  as  Purdue  shot  a  blazing 
62%  from  the  floor  in  the  1st  half. 
At  the  end  of  the  1st  half,  Purdue- 
Cal  led  48-36. 

As  the  Pipers  broke  the  game 
wide-open  in  the  2nd  half,  (led  by 
as  much  as  29  pts.),  the  Pipers  as 
a  unit  looked  much  more  im¬ 
pressive  than  they  had  in  their 
season  opener.  For  the  entire 
contest,  PUCC  made  21  turnovers 
and  19  personal  fouls  as  com¬ 
pared  to  37  turnovers  and  30 
personal  fouls  against  Niles 
College. 

The  Pipers  also  managed  tc 
score  a  record-high  23  layups- 
those  coming  as  a  result  of  the 
Pipers  fast-breaking  offense  and 
all-court  zone  press  employed  by 
the  defense.

Three  in  a  Row  for  PUCC,  85-55 

The  Purdue-Cal  Pipers  won 
only  6  of  23  basketball  games  last 
season.  This  season,  as  of  the 
Dec.  9th  game  with  Indiana 
Northwest,  Purdue  stands  at  3-0 
with  19  games  left  in  the  season. 
The  Pipers  defeated  I  U  North¬ 
west  by  30  pts.,  85-55. 

PUCC  shot  quite  well  in  the  last 
2  games  of  the  games  of  the 
season,  but  go  off  to  a  poor  start 
(shooting-wise)  in  game  3  as 
after  5  minutes  had  gone  by  in  the 
game  PUCC  led  only  4-2. 

However,  Purdue-Cal  finally 
started  to  hit  from  the  outside  as 
they  outscored  I  UN  15-2  and  led 
19-4  halfway  through  the  first 
half.  I  UN  battled  back  cutting  the 
deficit  to  six  pts.  at  one  time--- 
however,  they  still  trailed  the 
Pipers  by  12  pts.  at  the  half  36-24. 

With  Terry  Teamer  and  Henry 
Clark  scoring  baskets  on 
numerous  mid-court  steals,  and 
Dave  Gliga  hitting  3  20-footers, 
the  Pipers  managed  to  pull  away 
from  I  U  Northwest  in  the  second 
half. 

Terry  Teamer  turned  out  to  be 
the  leading  scorer  for  Pur-Cal  as 
the  6  ft.  3  in.  freshman  netted  17 
pts.  for  the  contest.  Center  Bill 
Frahm  added  16  pts. 

TJespite  the  fact  Purdue  did 
score  85  pts.  that  total  could  have 
well  reached  over  100  if  it  weren't 
for  a  total  of  41  turnovers  com¬ 
mitted  by  the  Pipers.
